* Tientsin foreign areas in which 
British troops with machineguns 
and Japanese troops with tanks 
faced each other across barricades 
for several hours was ended tonight 
when both forces marched away. 
A strong British note to Japanese 


authorities insisted on “immediate 
steps” to end the stopping and 
searching of British subjects by 
Japanese soldiers blockading the 
British and French concessions, 

The opposing -troops, patroling 

Presi sides of the barricade con- 

n boundary, were separated 
by only a few feet until the Brit- 
ish suddenly withdrew and the Jap- 
anese then quickly removed their 
forces. 

Edgar G. Jamieson, British Con- 
sul-General, in a vigorous protest 
to Japanese diplomatic authorities 
ange the blockade, also charged 

British shipping on the Hai 
River, Tientsin’s outlet to the sea, 
was being stopped and searched by 
the Japanese and demanded that 
this cease. i 

Requests Immediate Steps. 

Jamieson declared. that the Jap- 
anese manning the barricades at the 
concessions’ exits were “discrim- 
intting against British from among 
the foreign community of Tientsin.” 
Britons have declared that Jap- 


guards compelled them to 

to the waist and submit to 
search when crossing concession 
boundaries. ‘ 

Jamieson’s note called for “im- 
Mediate steps to ensure that there 
be no repetition in future” of the 
stopping and searching of British 
subjects. He listed numerous such 
incidents, including the case of two 

soldiers in uniform which 
he said was particularly serious. 

The Consul-General alleged that 
yesterday “Japanese. military and 
ea police twice stopped, board- 

and searched British craft” on 

e Hai River and insisted that 
there be no further “interference 
with British shipping.” 

Jamieson requested “an imme- 
diate reply” to his note “for the in- 
formation of my Government, to 
whom these facts already have 
been transmitted.”

HOUSE SUB-GROUP VOTES 
18 PCT. CORPORATION TAX 


Bill Including Substitute for Undistributed 
Profits Levy Will Be Called Up 
for Action Monday.

JUSTICE FEELS SO 
BAD OVER 60-DAY 
TERM HE RESIGNS 
Rural Official’s Conscience 


Forces Him Out of Job 
at Weldon Springs. 


R. M. Gillette, elderly St. Charles 
County farmer who was elected 
a Justice of the Peace last No- 
vember, resigned today because 
his conscience has troubled him 
since he sentenced a young man 
to 60 days in jail for a misde- 
meanor which he admitted. 

“T just don’t fit into the place,” he 
explained to a reporter. The case 
of the young man, Albert Welsch, 21 
years old, of Howell, St. Charles 
County, who pleaded guilty May 15 
to a charge of stealing a watch 
after he had been arrested with 
the watch in his possession, was 
the first misdemeanor Gillette was 
called upon to judge after he took 
office. 

He decided it would be the last. 
His resignation was submitted to 
the County Court without comment. 
Someone else will have to punish 
the offenders in Dardenne Town- 
ship after today. 


MISSOURI SENATE PASSES 
CODE REVISION REQUEST 


Adopts House Resolution Asking 
Supreme Court to Submit 
Recommendations in 1941. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 15-— 


The Senate adopted today a resolu- 
tion requesting the Missouri Su- 
preme Court to prepare and submit 
to the 1941 Legislature suggestions 
for revision of the code and rules 
of procedure i civil cases in the 
Missouri courts, The House previ- 
ously had adopted the resolution. 

It is understood the Judges of the 
court are willing to prepare recom- 
mendations for changes in the civil 
procedure, to simplify and expedite 
the handling of ‘civil litigation in 
the courts, but preferred that the 
Legislature request such action. 

A bill which would have given the 
Supreme Court the power to order 
such changes in civil procedure was 
introduced in the House early this 
session and was backed by leaders 
of the Missouri bar and several bar 
associations. The bill was killed by 
the House Committee on Judiciary. 
That committee then introduced the 
concurrent resolution. 


LONDON MOVIE SHUT DOWN 
FOR TRICKING CUSTOMER 


Sold Man Two $1.50 Seats on Pre- 
text There Were No More of 
87-Cent Ones Left. 

LONDON, June 15 (AP).—A 
Leicester square movie theater 
showing the film “You Can’t Cheat 
an Honest Man” found toits sorrow 
yesterday that the film title is only 
too true. — 

The London County Council’s En- 
tertainment Committee ordered the 
thedter to close for two days, July 
1 and 2, and thereby lose about 
$7500 because in April Dr. Clerence 
Rutter paid $3 for two seats and 
found later that he could have got 
seats for 87 cents each. 

Dr. Rutter went to the movies 
with his wife. Outside signs and 
the doormen informed them that 
there was standing room at three 
shillings, six pence, or about 87 
cents. So they paid six shillings, 
about $1.50 each to sit down. In- 
side they saw several blocks of 
empty three-and-six seats. Dr. 
Rutter hired a lawyer and got 
satisfaction. 


FIFTH AVENUE GETS A RIVAL 


6th Ave. “L” Razed; Merchants to 
Line Street With Trees. 

NEW YORK, June 15 (AP).— 
Sixth avenue, now exposed to the 
light of day by razing the ele- 
vated railroad that for many years 
made it a dim cavern, is out to 
rival Fifth avenue. 

Merchants have voted to plant

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GERMANY HELD 
RESPONSIBLE FOR

Mixed Claims Commission 
Reverses 1930. Ruling 
That Munitions Explos- 
ions Were Accident. © 


WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP).— 
The Mixed Claims Commission to- 
day held Germany responsible for 
the Black Tom and- Kingsland 
(N. J.) munitions disasters prior to 
the entry of the United States into 
the World War. 

The international tribunal of 
which Supreme Court Justice Owen 
J. Roberts is umpire reversed its 
Hamburg decision of 1930 which 
accepted the “industrial accident” 
theory of the fires and explosions 
which rocked the New York metro- 
politan area in 1916 and 1917. 

American claimants who sought 
damages of $50,000,000 from the 
Reich, have contended throughout 
12 years of litigation that the de- 
struction of the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road terminal at Black Tom in 
1916 and the Kingsland assembly 
plant early in 1917 was the work of 
saboteurs in the' pay of the Im- 
perial German Government, 

Germany was equally persistent 
in its denials, advancing the theory 
that the vast quantities of muni- 
tions which had been destined for 
allied nations were destroyed by ac- 
cident, not design. 

On the basis of its ruling today 
the tribunal promptly granted mo- 
tions for the American damage 
awards, 

Dishonest Defense Charged. 

The commission’s decision was 'on 
an American motion to reopen the 
case and reverse the Hamburg de- 
cision on the basis of evidence that 
German witnesses had mapped out 
a dishonest defense and were 
guilty of “fraud, perjury and sup- 
pression of evidence.” These wit- 
nesses included Count von Bern- 
storff, war-time German Ambassa- 
dor to the United States, and Franz 
von Papen, former German Chan- 
cellor and present Ambassador to 
Turkey. 

Germany countered with accusa- 
tions of perjury on the part of 
American witnesses. 

Christopher B. Garnett, the 
American Commissioner, told the 
commission today the German 
Commissioner had quit and re- 
turned to Germany. He said he 
had been notified that neither the 
German Commissioner nor hig na- 
tion, would participate in any fur- 
ther proceedings of the tribunal. 

Justice Roberts’ Ruling. 

Justice Roberts then announced 
that since the Germans and _ the 
Americans had disagreed, it was

DIES; PUBLISHED 
WORLD 19 YEARS 


Post-Dispatch Vice-Presi- 
dent Succumbs in New 
York Following Oper- 
ation; Ill Since 1930. 


FUNERAL SERVICES 
THERE, TOMORROW 


Member of Advisory Board 
of Columbia U. School 
of Journalism—60 Years 
Old.

NEW YORK, June 15. — Ralph 
Pulitzer, publisher of the New 
York World for 19 years, and eld- 
est son of the late Joseph Pulitzer, 
founder of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, died last night of 
cancer. He underwent an abdom- 


inal operation May 1 at Presby- 
terian Hospital, New York. 

Mr. Pulitzer, 60 years old, had 
been in failing health since 1930, 
the year he gave up active news- 
paper work. He was vice-president 
of the Pulitzer Publishing Co. 
(the Post-Dispatch), and _ since 
1912 had been a member of the 
advisory board of the School of 
Journalism of Columbia Univer- 
sity which was founded by his 
father. -This board annually 
awards the Pulitzer prizes, also 
established by his father, for ex- 
cellence in journalism and litera- 
ture. He was born in St. Louis 
but had resided in New York since 
1883. 

Surviving are his wife, Margaret 
Leech Pulitzer; two sons, Ralph Jr. 
and Seward Webb Pulitzer; two 
brothers, Joseph Pulitzer of St. 
Louis, editor of the Post-Dispatch, 
and Herbert Pulitzer of New York, 
and a sister, Mrs. William S. Moore 
of New York. 

Funeral services will be held at 
11.o’clock tomorrow morning at St. 
Thomas Episcopal Church in New 
York, and burial will be at Wood- 
lawn Cemetery. 


Born in St. Louis at Family Home 
June il, 1879. 


Ralph Pulitzer was born in St. 
Louis at the family home, 2920 
Washington avenue, June 11, 1879, 
a few months after his father had 
founded the Post-Dispatch. He 
was educated by private tutors and 
in travel abroad up to his six- 
teenth year. The elder Joseph 
Pulitzer having firmly established 
the Post-Dispatch on the journal- 
istic course he had charted for it, 
bought the New York World in 
1883, and moved to New York. 
Ralph went to St. Mark’s School, 
Southboro, Mass., and later to Har- 
vard University, where he was 
graduated in 1900. 

Taking up newspaper work for 
which his father had trained him, 
he served in various capacities on 
the staff of the New York World. 
Soon he found a place on the edi- 
torial page staff, under Frank L 
Cobb, distinguished editor. This 
page was the chief expression of the 
virile journalism of which the elder 
Pulitzer was an outstanding expo- 
nent, and the son was under the 
watchful eye of the father who 
once wrote commending the “deli- 
cacy of touch” in his writings. 

Executive Duty in 1906. 

As his father gradually with- 
drew from active control, Ralph 
Pulitzer assumed executive duties 
on the World. In 1906 he became 
vice-president of both the Press 
Publishing Co., publisher of the 
World, and the Pulitzer Publish- 
ing Co., publisher of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

After his father’s death in 1911 
he became president of the Press 


eral editorial direction of . the 
World, remaining in that capacity 
until 1930. As editor of the World, 


S. Ochs, the late publisher of the 
New York Times, as a “crusader 
personifying liberty with a flaming 
torch, throwing light in dark places; 
one of the inspiring successes of 
independent, courageous journal- 
ism.” 
“Opposite Editorial” Page. 

With other executives, he de- 
veloped the “opposite editorial” 
rrgei which became a distinctive 
Morning World. 
“The Conning Tower” of F. P. A. 
(Franklin P. Adams), “The First 
Reader” of Book Reviewer Laurence 
Stallings, Heywood Broun’s “It 
Seems to Me,” and William Boli- 
tho’s discussions of art, literature 
and foreign affai:s, with dramatic 
and musical reviews, were features 
of the page. They were forerun- 
ners of the work of columnists in 
present-day newspapers. 

His book, “New York Society on 
Parade,” published in 1909, gained 
wide attention. It described, at 
times satirically, the chief society 
functions—the formal dinner, at 
which, the writer held, New York 
society was seen at its best; the 
opera, where it appeared to less ad-

ONE SHOT AFTER 
FOUR HOLDUP 


They Abduct Produce Mer- 
chant and Use His Auto 


Offices. 


ONE WOUNDED 
AS HE TRIES TO FLEE 


Other Two Run Into Arms 
of Police From Cruising 
Car — First Victim Left 
Bound. 


Three Negroes ,who abducted a 
downtown produce merchant short- 
ly after noon today, took his mon- 
ey and automobile and used the 
car to hold up three loan com- 
pany offices in rapid succession, 


detectives, one of whom shot one 
of the robbers when he attempted 
to escape. 

The robbers were captured on 
Armstrong. avenue, half a block 
south of Chouteau avenue, by De- 


tective Sergt. Curtis Bronstron and 
two aids, who had been cruising in 
the vicinity after the third holdup 
had been reported by the Official 
Loan Co., 3117 South Broadway, 
where more than $ was taken. 
In the earlier holdups the robbers 
obtained about $200. 


One Robber Wounded. 


The detectives saw three Negroes 
answering descriptions of the hold- 
up men get out of a machine in 
front of 1016 Armstrong avenue. As 
the officers stopped in front of the. 
car, one of the Negroes ran east 
down a gangway and was followed 
by Brostron, who fired twice, one 
shot hitting the man in the arm. 
The other two fugitives ran virtual- 
ly into the arms of the other two 
detectives, Bryan Kilfoy and John 
Klopmeyer, and surrendered with- 
out resistance. 

The short-lived series of holdups 
started at 12:30 p. m. when E. H. 
Sellmeyer, head of the H. J. Sell- 
meyer Produce Co., Third street 
and Franklin avenue, was abducted 
by the men as he ate his lunch in 
his automobile on the levee at 
Franklin avenue. One man climbed 
in the front seat beside him and 
the other two got in the back. All 
were armed with automatic pistols, 
Sellmeyer said. 

They ordered him to drive to 
Carr street, between Main street 
and the levee, where he was forced 
to change places with one of the 
men in the back seat. The car was 
then driven~ north to Old Halls 
Ferry road and stopped near United 
States Highway 66, about . four 
miles north of the city limits. 


Merchant Robbed of $50. 


The robbers led Sellmeyer to the 
bank of a creek in a ravine and 
took his wallet, containing about 
$50, tied him with copper wire and 
rope and forced him to lie down 
on the bank. He said they had 
started to place hi min the shallow 
yater of the creek, but left him on 
the bank when he protested. They 
stuffed his handkerchief in his 
mouth and wrapped part of a cur- 
tain around his head. 

He worked free of his bonds 
within half an hour after the men 
departed and went to the home 
of a nearby farmer, who took him 
to a filling station on the high- 
way. There he telephoned Con- 
stable R. H. Baumer of St. Fer- 
dinand Township. 

The next robbery took place at 
1:45 o’clock at the Alta Investment 
Co. office, 3625 North Grand boule- 
vard, where the robbers forced the 
cashier, Henry Finch, out of the 
cage and fled after taking $85 from 
the cash drawer. 

Another Holdup. 

Fifteen minutes later two o fthe 
Negroes entered the Standard Mo- 
tor Finance Co. office, 3973 Chou- 
teau avenue, and forced the assist- 
ant manager, William Granville, 
an da customer into a back room. 
While the robbers were there the 
manager, Robert Young, walked in 
and he also was forced into the 
back room. The robbers fled with 
about $100. ,

SENATE APPROVES BILL 
FOR 15,000 PLANE PILOTS 


Measure Providing Civilian Train- 
ing Sent Back to House for 
Amendment Action. 
WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP).— 
The Senate approved today a bill 
authorizing the training of 15,000 
civilian air pilots, sending the legis- 
lation back to the House for action 

on amendments. 

The measure would authorize ex- 
penditure by the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority during the next year of 
$5,675,000 for training civilians be- 
tween 18 and 25 years old as pilots, 
chiefly in selectgd universities 
and aviation schools. 

President Roosevelt recommend- 
ed $7,300,000 for training 20,000 pi- 
lots but the House and Senate re- 
duced this to $5,675,000 for 15,000 
pilots. . The Senate added a pro- 
vision that would limit expendi- 
tures during any future year to 
$7,000,000.

KDNAPER APPARENTLY 
SUFFOCATED OHO BABY 


Autopsy Shows Child, Whose 
Body: Was Found in Creek, 
Was Not Drowned. 


CLYDE, O., June 15 (AP).—Evi- 


dence indicated today that the kill-}. 


er of 10-week-old Haldon Fink suf- 
focated the baby, whose body was 
found floating in a creek seven 
miles away 12 hours after being 
kidnaped from his cradle. 

Sheriff H. L. Myers and Cor- 
oner D. W. Philo concurred in 
the suffocation theory after an 
autopsy showed death-was not due 
to drowning. 

“IT have not what I consider one 
convicting clew,” the Sheriff said 
as the hunt went into its second 
day. “We have no good suspects 
but fair prospects.” 

After an autopsy last night, Cor- 
oner Philo said: “The lungs were 


not water-logged. Therefore, death 
definitely was not due to drowning. 
Death probably was due to suffo- 
cation from the blanket taken with 
the baby. Preliminary examination 
disclosed no trace of poison.” 

A mysterious stranger seen in 
this Northern Ohio town of 3100 
seemed to furnish the best lead in 
the case. 

The baby’s mother, Mrs. Velma 
Baker Fink, 22 years old, divorced 
from the father, Irvin, 23, had told 
Sheriff Myers about a stranger 
who approached her near her home 
Tuesday night and inquired direc- 
tions to a neighbor’s. 

Today a woman residing five 
blocks from the Baker home said 
she heard an automobile stop near 
her home between 9 and 11 p. m. 
Tuesday. (The baby was stolen 
between 10 and 11 p.m.) She said 
she heard a baby cry and two or 
more persons talking in the car. 

A few minutes later the Gar 
drove a short distance past her 
house, stopped again and a stranger 
got out and put “a bundle or some- 
thing” into the rear compartment, 
she said, 

The woman told Sheriff Myers 
that she flashed a light toward the 
automobile and the man hurriedly 
got in and drove away. 

The Sheriff said all members of 

the baby’s family had volunteered 
to be fingerprinted today “for pur- 
poses of elimination.” The Sheriff 
last night also took fingerprints of 
the baby’s father. 
All prints, Sheriff Myers said, 
will be compared with those taken 
from the front door knob of the 
Baker house the night of the disap- 
pearance

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 15.—A 
repluy filed in Federal Court here 
today by 136 stock fire insurance 
companies involved in the notori- 
ous O’Malley rate compromise of 
1935, effected by a payoff of $460,- 
000, said the companies would com- 
ply with the Court’s order to pay 
back into the custody of the court 
approximately $8,000,000 that was 
turned .over to them under the 
fraudulent settlement. But the in- 
surance companies denied knowl- 
edge of or responsibility for the 
corrupt use by the late Charles R, 
Street of the huge fund they con- 
tributed at Street’s request. 

Asserting that Street acted with- 
out authority from them, they op- 
posed return of the $8,000,000 to pol- 
icyholders and askéa the court to 
restore the case to its former status, 


in which the companies claimed 
they were entitled to recover the 
disputed funds, representing excess 
premium above the rates allowed by 
order of the State Insurance Deé- 
partment. 

Had Been Ordered to Repay. 

Following the recent sentencing 
of former State Insurance Super- 
intendent R. Emmet O’Malley and 
Democratic Boss Thomas J. Pen- 
dergast to the Federal penitentiary 
for evasion of income taxes 
on the payments they received 
from the Street slush fund 
— $62,500 and $315,000 respec- 
tively — the three-judge Federal 
Court which had approved the 
compromise on the s‘ipulation of 
the parties ordered 137 companies 
to repay by July 1 the money they 
had received under the settlement 
and t> show cause by today why 
th. entire sum should not be re 
turned to policyholders. 

In the reply today the com pa- 
nies asked the court merely to set 
aside the compromise and handle 
the case as if no settlement had 
been reached. 

This would reopen the entire 
litigation in which 137 companies 
asserted the rates prescribed by the 
tate were confiscatory and in vio- 
lation of their constittuional rights, 
Under temporary injunctions they 
continued to collect premiums 
16 2-3 per cent in excess of those 
ordered by the State, but this ex- 
cess was impounded by the court 
until the fund aggregated about 
$10,000,000. Under the compromise 
20 per cent of this was returned to 
policyholders and 80 per cent went 
to the companies or for costs of 
the litigation. 

One Firm to Reply Separately. 

One of hte 137 original compa- 
nies, Western Fire Insurance Co., 
was expected to file a separate an- 
swer.

Series of Drinking Parties. 

A series of drinking parties with 
Buckner followed, she said, and she 
and her husband accepted Buck- 
ner’s invitation to fly to Washing- 
ton. 

Mrs. Schurman said Buckner took 
a “very nice suite” at the Carlton 
Hotel in Washington, and they had 
wine. 

“What kind of wine?” ‘I think it 
was Lacrima Christi.” 

Defense counsel objected to the 
prosecutors repeated questions as 
to the amount of liquor consumed, 
and Maloney retorted:

Tientsin Short of Food. 

There was no further word of the 
food situation among Kulangsu’s 
250 foreigners and 40,000 Chinese, 
but at Tientsin, more than 1000 
miles north of Amoy, the pinch was 
rapidly becoming acute. The 
Tientsin blockade was started only 
yesterday. 

Hotels reported they had sup- 
plies for about one week. Supplies 
of ice were all but exhausted, how- 
ever. 

Shipments of vegetables, milk and 
other foods were virtually cut off 
for the 120,000 combined popula- 
tion of the two Tientsin conces- 
sions, including some 5000 Occi- 
dentals—although the Japanese re- 
ported they were permitting one 
cartload to enter the areas every 
three hours. ,British and French 
food market prices doubled and 
trebled in some cases. 

One Briton’s watch was smashed 
when gendarmes discovered it was 
set for Tientsin instead of Tokyo 
time. Other Britons, along with

WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP).— 
Federal income passed substantial- 


ly today the revenue which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt estimated in his 
January budget message would be 
received in the fiscal year closing 
June 30. 

Officials consequently expect the 
year’s deficit to be about $500,000,- 
000 less than the $4,072,259,000 fore- 
cast by the President in January. 

This was the deadline for paying 
the second installment of 1938 in- 
come taxes, and more than $400,- 
000,000 was expected to be paid. 

On June 12, the last day for 
which accurate figures are availa- 
ble, the fiscal year collections al- 
ready totaled $5,237,929,346, indicat- 
ing, officials said, a minimum year- 
end total of $5,700,000,000. In Janu- 
ary, the President anticipated only 
$5,520,070,000 in receipts.

At the same time, expenditures 
under the last Congress’ emergency 
spending program have lagged be- 
hind the budgeted $9,592,329,000, and 
on June 12 amounted to $8,625,- 
932,915.

STARK URGES INCREASE 
IN PROPOSED RELIEF 


Suggests Senate Enlarge Social 
Security and Direct Aid 
Appropriations. 


By a Staff Corresspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 15. — 
Gov. Stark conferred with mem- 
bers of the Senate Appropriations, 
Committee today on the problem 
of providing increased relief al- 

lotments for the next two years. 
Stark suggested that the proposed 
expenditure of $29,750,000 in State 
funds for social security activities 
during the 139-40 biennium be in- 
creased to $32,000,000. He asked 
that the proposed relief allotment 
of $5,000,000 be increased to $8,- 
000,000, in view of the fact that 
about $2,500,000 has been spent so 
far this year for direct relief. 

It was suggested also that the 
$19,500,000 House appropriation for 
old-age pensions be cut to $18,000,- 
000, and the $3,250,000 allotment for 
aid to dependent children be re- 
duced to $3,000,000. The latter cut 
was suggested because the Federal 
Government, which now contributes 
50 per cent additional for this pur- 
pose, is expected to increase its 
grant to a dollar-for-dollar match- 
ing basis. 

The social security appropriation 
bill, passed by the House, still is 
pending before the Senate commit- 
tee. No definite action on this 
matter is expected before next 
week.

He gave up the presidency and 
editorial control of the World in 
1930 because of ill health and went 
to Europe. He turned over direc- 
tion of the World to his youngest 
‘brother, Herbert, who continued in 
that capacity until the sale of the 
World to the Scripps-Howard in- 
terests in 1931, and its merger with 
the New York Telegram which 
then became the World-Telegram.

FOR ECONOMY SURVEY 


Will Assign Members to City 
Departments to Find Ways 
of Saving Money. 


The aldermanic committee ap- 
pointed recently to survey means 
of economizing in the municipal 
Government held its first meeting 


today, and decided to assign two 
to four of its members to each city 
department for an _ investigation 
which will begin next week and 
be reported to the Board of Alder- 
men next September. 

Walter H. Toberman, chairman 
of the committee, said after the 
meeting that the purpose of the 
group was “not to recommend lay- 
ing off employes or reducing 
wages, but to recommend any new 
systems that might be used in the} 
departments to save money.” 

He said no suggestions of this 
type had yet been made by any of 
the members, but that he believed 
they would develop as the investiga- 
tion proceeded. His statement that 
the committee was not designed to 
recommend a reduction in payrolls, 
he added, did not mean that “if I 
found a non-essential employe, one 
who didn’t do any work, I wouldn't 
recommend that he be laid off.” 
Other surveys with the same pur- 
pose are being made by a citizens’ 
committee appointed by Mayor Ber- 
nard F. Dickmann and by the Ef- 
ficiency Board. So far the admin- 
istration’s efforts to economize have 
resulted in the dismissal of 14 city 
employes. 

Four of these employes were no- 
tified of their dismissal today, ef- 
fective in two weeks. They were 
Paul H. O’Brien, 3810 Shenandoah 
avenue, civil engineer in the sewer 
division at $180 a month; John Hof- 
man, 6123 Ouida avenue, paving in- 
spector at $140; Harry Schendel 
Sr., 3514 Sidney street, sanitary in- 
spector at $125, and Fred Hale, 3312 
South Jefferson avenue, jail guard. 
It was stated by heads of the de- 
partments in which the men were 
employed that O’Brien’s work on 
bond issue sewer improvements had 
run out, that Hofman’s services were 
not needed, at least for a time, and 
that Schendel’s discharge was pure- 
ly a matter of economy. Hale’s dis- 
missal was said to be “for the good 
of the service,” but it -was stated 
that he would not immediately be 
replaced.

FARM POPULATION INCREASES 


Jan. 1 Total Near 1910 Peak of 32,- 
077,000 Persons. 
WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP).— 
The country’s farm population is 
near the 1910 peak of 32,077,000 per- 
sons, the Department of Agricul- 
ture estimated today. On Jan. 1 it 
was placed at about 32,000,000, com- 
pared with 31,819,000 a year earlier. 
Factors said to have accounted 
for the increase were reduced 
migration from drouth areas, the 
generally low level of industrial em- 


New Pressure 
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Group Seeks 


More Jobs for Negroes 


Colored: Workers League Pickets Theater on 
Franklin Ave., When It Refuses to 
Replace White Employes. 


A new pressure group, the Col- 


-jored Workers’ League, has been 


formed here to enforce the demands 
of Negroes for more jobs for mem- 


bers of their race in enterprises 
patronized by Negroes. 

Officers claim a membership of 
more than 300 young men and 
women from 17 to 25 years old, 
of whom about a third are said 
to be employed. Many of the others 
are job seekers and the rest sympa- 
thizers without’ a direct personal 
interest in the organization’s ob- 
jective. 

Formed last August, the league 
began its first demonstration June 
2, when pickets were placed in 
front of the Criterion Theater, a 
movie house at 2644 Franklin ave- 
nue attended almost exclusively by 
Negroes, demanding replacement of 
four white projector operators and 
a white cashier with Negro work- 
ers. 
Closed a Day But Reopens. 
The theater was closed Tuesday 
but reopened yesterday. The man- 
agement asserted yesterday that 
fear of violence rather than picket- 
ing pressure was responsible for the 
closing. The demonstrators insist 
that patronage has been greatly re- 
duced, 

The theater pickets are members 
of the Colored Cashiers’ Society, a 
subordinate group within the league. 
Samuel L Thomas, executive chair- 
man and organizer of the league, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter units 
have been established for nine oc- 
cupations, including clerks, butchers 


and common laborers in addition to 
the cashiers. 

“Our organization is one of a 
number which are springing up all 
over the country,” Thomas de- 
clared. “They are growing out of 
the realization by Negroes that they 
must unite for economic action.” 

“It’s perfectly natural,” he went 
on, “for a white store owner in a 
Negro district to prefer to employ 
white people, just as a Negro would 
prefer to employ members of his 
own race, but when more than half 
of the busiriess comes from Ne- 
groes, we can demand that half the 
jobs go to Negroes. And we're 
growing strong enough to get what 
we ask.” 

Members Pay No Dues. 

The league’s members pay no 
dues, financial support coming en- 
tirely for voluntary contributions 
from interested persons, churches 
and Negro advancement organiza- 
tions, said Thomas, who was for- 
merly an organizer for A. F. of L. 
unions of Negro. bartenders and 
waiters. 

Another group, the Colored 
Clerks’ Circle, has established a 
precedent for the league’s activity 
in the Negro community here. The 
circle, a year ago, campaigned with 
picketing and other means to win 
more jobs for Negroes in the stores 
of a grocery chain. Because of its 
success, more than 140 new jobs 
for Negroes were offered by mer- 
chants of Franklin and Easton ave- 
nues, Sidney R. Williams, indus- 
trial secretary of the Urban 
League, has estimated. 


CITY HEALTH CHIEF 

ORDERS HIMSELF 
TO BUILD A FENCE 

Dr. Bredeck, as Dairy Farmer, 


Has Some Difficulty With 
His Own Office. 


Dairy Farmer Joseph F. Bredeck 
has been in difficulties with him- 


self in his better known capacity 
as Health Commissioner of St. 
Louis, with a milk control staff 
both alert and obdurate, the Health 
Commissioner disclosed today. 

Dr. Bredeck’s 160-acre farm at 
Goldman, down the Old Lemay 
Ferry road near Hillsboro, is chief- 
ly a recreational enterprise for his 
children. Last fall, widely, per- 
haps slyly urged to practice what 
he preached for the standard milk 
ordinance, he enlarged his herd, 
improved the farm and applied for 
permit to sell milk to St. Louis 
dairies. 

Farmer — Bredeck’s application 
went to Dr. Bredeck’s subordinate, 
Dr. Milton R. Fischer, chief of 
milk control, without comment by 
the Health Commissioner except 
that the farmer would bear watch- 
ing. The permit was granted, the 
farmer watched by Inspector Wil- 
liam E. Painter. 

Inspector Painter ordered Farm- 
er Bredeck to build a fence; the 
farmer protested; the inspector 
said “That’s the law,’ and the 
farmer appealed to Dr. Fischer. 
Dr. Fischer upheld the inspector; 
Dr. Bredeck upheld Dr. Fischer; 
Farmer Bredeck built the fence, 
and the Health Commissioner 
grinned approvingly at his subordi- 
nates. “Youve got to watch ’em,” 
he said.

TELLS OF RUTH ETTING 
VISITS WITH PIANIST 


Alienation Suit Witness Says 
Two Were Often at 
His Frog Ranch. 


LOS ANGELES, June 15 (AP).— 
Testimony that Ruth Etting, the 
singer, and Myrl Alderman, the 
‘pianist whom she married shortly 
after her former husband shot him, 
were seen embracing at a frog 
ranch where they met “dozens of 
times” enlivened the $150,000 alien- 
ation suit of Mrs. Alma Alderman 
today. | 

Alderman’s partner at the frog 
ranch, Milton Mack, and Mrs, 
Mack, each told of the meetings. 

Mack said that after Alderman 
was discharged from a hospital fol- 
lowing his shooting by Martin (the 
Gimp) Snyder, Miss Etting’s former 
husband, last October, the pianist 
and Miss Etting spent a week at 
the ranch near Riverside, Cal. 

Snyder is under a 20-year prison 
sentence for the shooting and has 
been in the county jail pending an 
appeal. ; 

“They were there dozens of times 
in the spring of. 1938,” said Mrs. 
Mack concerning the number of 
ranch visits. “Once I saw them 
embracing. Myrl put his arm 
around Ruth and kissed her cheek 
and told her not to worry; that ev- 
erything would be all right. She 
said, ‘I hope so.’ 

“Once Miss Etting took $95 from 
a money belt she wore around her 
waist under her slacks. She took 
the money to pay workers at the 
farm.” 

Mrs. Alderman, who was di< 
vorced from Alderman Dec. 2, 1937, 
told of Alderman’s affectionate 
treatment of her after the birth of 
their daughter, Norma Suzanne, 
now 20 months old. 

“Myrl took me to Palm Springs 
and wanted to take me to San 
Francisco, but the doctor wouldn’t 
let me go. He planned to get a 
little home in the San Fernando 
Valley for us.” 

Then she told of Alderman’s di- 
vorce. 

“I had spent the night of Nov. 
30, 1937, with Myrl at his apartment 
in Beverly Hills,” she said. “On 
Dec. 2 he called me and asked me 
how I liked being a free woman. 
That was the day he had obtained 
an interlocutory decree of divorce, 

“I told him I didn’t like it. He 
said, ‘Don’t worry; you know I love 
you. I'll be back. We'll get mar- 
ried again. This doesn’t mean a 
thing.’” . 

Alderman and Miss Etting flew 
to Las Vegas and were married last 
Dec. 14, during Snyder’s trial.

in 1937 to defeat a constitutional 
amendment and a bill which would 
have established in Missouri a sys- 
tem of savings bank life insurance, 
* Jones suggested to officers of the 
association that insurance agents 
throughout the State be instructed 
to work against the bill and the 
amendment. He proposed that they 
be armed with pamphlets and argu- 
ments against savings bank life 
insurance under which policies are 
issued at considerably lower rates 
than private insurance companies 
offer.

by Vincent P. Whitsitt, manager 
‘and general counsel of the organi- 
zation. Whitsitt explained that 
Jones was retained to carry on the 
‘work against the legislation be- 
lcause the association had no mem- 
ber in Missouri. As a result of 
Jones’ suggestions, industrial insur- 
ance agents were furnished with 
“argument” they could use against 
the proposal then before the Legis- 
lature. 

Missouri Insurance Record. 

The last part of this argument 
dealt with “Missouri's insurance 
record,” as follows: , 

“Missouri has never produced a 
great (that is a large) life insur- 
ance company. We have some 
smaller life insurance companies 
well worth while, but even in this 
class there have been more failures 
than successes. 

“For the past four years there 
has been a lot of publicity (and 
some scandal) in connection with 
companies put out of business and 
in the course of being put out of 
business. Fraternal life insurance 
has also been the subject of offi- 
cial attack, with frequent official 
charge of insolvency. Without dis- 
cussing the merits of these charges 
or counter charges it is well to ask 
this question: 

«Are we going to add to or lessen 
the occasion for further scandal by 
encouraging small banks to go into 
the life insurance business? I think 
the answer must be that we will 
increase the scandal, For if there 
is any one thing true in business 
life it is that men interested in the 
banking business make a failure of 
trying to run an insurance com- 
pany.” 

Didn’t Oppose New York Law. 

Whitsitt had said that the Asso- 
ciation of Life Insurance Presi- 
dents was not opposed to legisla- 
tion which did not set up subsidies 
for the savings bank system, de- 
claring that there had been no 
opposition from his organization to 
the law adopted in New York. This 
is the first law to be passed by 
any state legislature since Massa- 
chusetts in 1907 authorized a sav- 
ings bank life insurance system. 
Correspondence of the association 
has been put in the record show- 
ing successful opposition to similar 
proposals in at least nine states. 

“But you opposed the amendment 
in Missouri as well as the bill,” said 
Leon Henderson, SEC member of 
the committee. “And under the 
amendment savings bank life in- 
surance not subsidized by the State. 
could have been issued. The amend- 
ment would have allowed no sub- 
sidy for the savings bank system,” 


“That is right,” Whitsitt said. 
enderson also read passages 
fromx‘Missouri’s insurance record,”

WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP). 
—The Senate approved and sent to 
the White House today legislation 
designed to prevent 2000 bank offi- 
cials from losing their jobs June 
30. The measure extends for three 
years from June 30, the time in 
which officers and directors of 
Federal Reserve member banks 
may pay obligations owed their 
banks. 

An act requiring officials to 
liquidate their obligations to the 
banks was passed in 1933. Then, 
7000 bankers owed their banks 
$132,000,000. Senator Glass (Dem.), 
Virginia, says that now 2000 bank- 
ers owe » $32,000,000. 

“Most of these have moderate 
salaries and are unable to pay up 
by June 30,” the Senator told re- 
porters. “Unless an extension were 


granted, they would be dismissed 
ahd couldn’t pay their debts at all.”

Dr. G. B. Waterhouse Is 
Second Expert Witness to

Another expert witness today 
placed a valuation of $13,890,960 on 
the metal mold process for making 
steel castings invented by Andrew 
F. Howe, University City, at a hear- 
ing being held in the Federal 
Building to determine what amount 
shall be paid Howe for use of his 
patents by the old Commonwealth 
Steel Co. 

The witness was Dr. George B. 
Waterhouse, professor of metal- 
lurgy at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. Following his testi- 
mony, the hearing will be con- 
tinued, until next fall, when evi- 
dence will be presented in behalf of 
the company, The hearing is being 
conducted by Edward P._ Allen, 
Quincy (Ill.) attorney, as special 
master appointed by the United 
States District Court at Springfield, 
which authorized a judgment for 
Howe but left the amount to be 
determined by this proceeding. 

Basis of Estimate. 

Dr. Waterhouse’s estimate of the 
value was the same as that made 
yesterday by Fred C. T. Daniels, 
vice-president of the Mackintosh- 
Hemphill Co. of Pittsburgh, Pa. 
Like Daniels, he arrived at the val- 
uation by taking 10 per cent of 
the net sales of stel made by the 
Howe method, which totaled $76,- 
096,868, and adding to this one- 
third of the profit realized when 
the Commonwealth company was 
sold to the General Steel Castings 
Corporation in 1929, which he set 
at $18,843,921. 

—He also agreed with Daniels that 
the patent resulted in total earn- 
ings to the Commonwealth Co. of 
$34,082,189 in the 17-year 
from 191 ito 1928, and in his esti- 
mate of the value of a second inven- 
tion for which Howe is claiming re- 
imbursement from the company.

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STATE BLIND AID BILL 


Measure Insuring Federal Funds 
for Missouri Goes to 
Senate Floor. 


a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 15.— 
The Senate Social Security Com- 
mittee, acting to prevent a shortage 
in the State’s blind pension fund 
and a threatened curtailment of 
services to the blind, reported fa- 
vorably yesterday a bill which will 
make Missouri eligible for nearly 


‘$1,000,000 a year in Federal aid for 


the blind. 

The bill, to be reported to the 
Senate today, contains virtually the 
same provisions as the McReynolds- 
Rozier bill, twice beaten on the floor 
of the Senate by close votes. 

The action is in accordance with 
the request made by Gov. Stark 
last week that the Legislature take 
immediate action to revive legisla- 
tion that would make the “badly 
needed” Federal funds available to 
replenish the depleted State blind 
pension fund. 

Senator Allen McReynolds of 
Carthage, chairman of the commit- 
tee, said he thought he had the 
votes necessary in the Senate for 
approval of the measure. He said 
every effort would be made to rush 
the bill through both houses before 
final adjuornment of the General 
Assembly, which is expected within 
a week or 10 days. 

The crisis faced by the State’s 
blind pensioners results from the 
fact that the State pension fund, 
supported by a constitutional levy 
of 3 cents on the $100 valuation, has 
dwindled steadily during recent 
years because of reduced assess- 
ments and delinquencies, The $225,- 
000 deficit in the fund last bienni- 
um is expected to double during the 
next two years. 

The new bill, designed to meet the 
requirements of the Federal Govern- 
ment, provides that the pensions 
must be paid on the basis of need 
and that administration of the sys- 
tem be placed under the State Social 
Security Commission. The Govern- 
ment requires periodic investiga- 
tions to determine the need of the 
applicants, and will match State 
funds for the pzyment of pensions 
up to $30 a month. Under the pro- 
posed law, eligibility requirements 
would be relaxed as to degree of 
blindness, which would increase the 
pension rolls about 50 per cent. At 
present pensions are paid to about 
3700 persons. 

Previous defeat of this legisla- 
tion was brought about largely 
through the efforts of certain offi- 
cials of the Missouri Commission 
for the Blind and representatives of 
blind pensioners’ groups. Since 
then the plight ofthe State’s blind 
has become more apparent, and 
many of those who originally op- 
posed the bill are now supporting 
it.

SCHOOL HOLDS CLOSED INQUIRY 
ON BRANDING OF JEWISH BOY 


Lawyer for Students Accused of 
Scratching “H” on Victim Is 
Barred From Hearing. 

BALTIMORE, June 15 (AP).— 
Schools Superintendent David E. 
Weglein held a closed inquiry today 
for 18 high school] youths suspended 
after Melvin Bridge , 14-year-old 
Jewish student, complained he had 
been branded with a letter “H” 
scratched into his neck. 

Weglein said he would not make 
public the result of the inquiry. 

Murray McNabb, attorney for 
three of the youths, told reporters 
he had been excluded from _ the 
hearing. He said the students were 
segregated and were being called, 
one by one, before Weglein. He 
complained to Forrest Bramble, 
president of the School Board, and 
said Bramble told him that was the 
proper way to conduct the inquiry. 

McNabb said he would refuse to 
permit his clients to go before 
Weglein unless he was allowed to 
accompany them. 

Mayor Howard W. Jackson said 
he was “not in sympathy” with the 
method of conducting the inquiry, 
but that he did not want to tell 
school authorities how to handle 
the case. 

The School Board was sum 

moned to meet later in the day for 
an investigation of the incident 
which precipitated a counter-assault 
by other students and brought an 
announcement by Representative 
Martin J. Dies that his House Com- 
mittee on Un-American activities 
would make a “routine investiga- 
tion.” 
Attorneys for several of the 
Gwynn’s Falls Junior High School 
stludents indicated testimony would 
be similar to that of Carroll Phil- 
lips, one of those suspended.

J. W. Miller, vice-president and 
general manager of Mid-Continent 
testified that if Braniff or North- 
west were awarded the routes it 
would injure his company through 
diversion of traffic from the pres- 
ent Mid-Continent lines which are 
longer than the proposed new lines. 
Miller said if Mid-Continent was 
awarded the routes his company 
would continue operation of its 
present service. He said his com- 
pany would establish ample day- 
light service on the proposed route 
and would operate night planes if 
navigation aids were installed. 

Clarence F. Fleming, assistant 
to the president of TWA, agreed 
with Miller’s' contention it would 
injure Mid-Continent if its com- 
petitors were awarded a_ shorter 
line from Kansas City to Minneap- 
olis. Under cross-examination by 
Francis D. Butler, Northwest 
counsel, he said that if only the 
St. Louis-Minneapolis route was 
at stake in the hearing he be- 
lieved it should go to Northwest. 

Miller introduced schedules Mid- 
Continent proposed to inaugurate 
if it was awarded the two routes. 
Under it two planes would be op- 
erated north each day, one from 
Kansas City and one from St. Louis 
to Des Moines. From there one 
plane would continue to Minneap- 
olis. On the south trip one plane 
would operate Minneapolis to Des 
Moines and two from there to the 
St. Louis and Kansas City.

A plane would leave Kansas City 
each morning at 8:25 a. m. and 
reach Des Moines at 9:32 a. m. A 
second plane would leave St. Louis 
at 7:28, Quincy at 8:17, Ottumwa 
at 9:07 a. m. and reach Des Moines 
at 9:42 a. m, One plane would con- 
tinue north at 9:52 a. m., reach 
Mason City at 10:43 and Minneap- 
olis at 11:37 a. m.

United Air Lines entered the 
case, calling attention to its ap- 
plication for a route from Denver 
through Kansas to Des Moines 
where it would connect with the 
company’s Chicago-Denver line, M. 
P. Willcox, assistant to the presi- 
dent of the line, testified if United 
was awarded the route it would 
operate one plane a day each way 
and would continue operation of 
its Chicago-Grand Island-Cheyenne 
line and its Chicago-Omaha-Denver 
line. 

The Tulsa (Ok.) Chamber of 
Commerce, through its traffic man- 
ager, W. W. Klingensmith, told 
the authority it believed the ap- 
plication of Mid-Continent for the 
Kansas City-St. Louis-Minneapolis 
lines should be approved. 

“It is the only air line serving 
Tulsa to the north,” Klingensmith 
said, “and its well being is import- 
ant to our city. We feel its ap- 
plication should be granted. It 
seems obvious if rivals get the Kan- 
sas City-Minneapolis line Mid-

Gratiot Home in Tract. 

In city block 32, at the north- 
west corner of Main and Chestnut, 
is the site of the home of Charles 
Gratiot, a leading citizen of the 
early days of St. Louis. A 36 by 
55-foot stone house was erected 
there in 1785 by J. M. Papin, who 
sold it to Gratiot in 1796. Gratiot, 
a merchant, was a leader of the 
migration across the river from Ca- 
hokia, from English to French 
territory. Later he was the recipi- 
ent from the Spanish Governor of 
a large tract of land, still known 
as the Gratiot League Square, in 
what is now the southwestern part 
of the city. He participated in the 
ceremony at Main and Walnut 
streets in 1804, when the region 
was transferred successively from 
Spain to France to the United 
States. His house was destroyed 
in the great fire of 1849. Three 
brick structures now occupy the 
site. 

Nearby, at 111-13 Chestnut street, 
is the site of an early newspaper, 
the Missouri Republican. The city 
has owned this tract, formerly used 
by the Water Division. 

Paid From U. 8S. Funds. 

Payment for the three blocks 
was made from the $6,750,000 Fed- 
eral share of the $9,000,000 memo- 
rial fund, as the Government has 
planned to expend its money by 
June 30, when the allotment would 
expire, A check covering all prop- 
erty in each block, payable to the 
court clerk, was turned into the 
registry of the court. Property 
owners, upon determination of 
their interest, can collect the cash. 
In the case of those who have 
made agreements as to the prices 
to be accepted the payment will 
be final, but for others the right 
to contest the sums allowed will 


Price agreements have been 
made so far with owners of some- 
what more than half of the tracts 
in the entire site, whose holdings 
represent nearly half of the dollar 
value of the damage awards. Blan- 
ton was not prepared to disclose 
the total which would be paid into 
court.

Woodruff’s plane arrived late. He 
announced he intended running only 
in the half mile. The plan spiked 
hopes of another battle such as oc- 
curred in the I. C. A. A. A, A. 
among Woodruff, Howard Upton 
and Irwin Miller of U. S. C. and Don 
Watts of California. 

College officials meanwhile 
checked crowded entry lists and 
announced that tomorrow’s open- 
ing day woulc include preliminary 
heats in the sprints, 440, 880 and 
hurdle ~aces and trials in the shot, 
discus, javelin and broad jump. 

Impressive was the roll of de- 
fending champions on hand to com- 
pete, and threatening were the sec- 
tional titleholders aiming at the 
national spotlight.

The bill would 
permit sale of munitions, as well 
as other articles, to warring coun- 
tries which obtained title to them 
in the United States.

Washington. 

Nation in “Unbecoming Light.” 

“The United States can ill afford,” 
the statement said, “to place itself 
in the unbecoming light of a na- 
tion persisting in its talk about de- 
testing war while at the same time 
scheming to get profit from the 
wars of other nations, or, while 
urging peace upon other nations, 
furnish the instrumentalities and 
munitions by which they may cCar- 
ry forward war. 

“The United States can well af- 
ford to get along without such prof- 
it as might be available from other 
people’s wars. 

“To maintain the arms embargo 

in no sense a restriction or lim-

er belonging to the executive. 

“Putting munitions on a cash and 
carry basis is a subterfuge. Far 
more honest would be an open al- 
liance with Great Britain, or Ja- 
pan, or France, or Russia, than an 
act which would aid in time of 
war only that nation or those na- 
tions in control of the seas.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 15.— 


oligarchy which ruled the Missouri 
State Senate with a rigorous disci- 
pline for 15 years, with only one 
brief break in its power, is no more. 
Its leaders divided, its once faithful 
following scattered, it now simply 
does not exist. 
The beginning of the end dates 
back to the 1937 session of the Leg- 
islature, but it was not until Sen- 
ator Michael Kinney of St. Louis 
took a definite stand with Gov. 
Lloyd C. Stark on the Kansas City 
police control bill, joining with the 
Governor in wrecking the powerful 
and ruthless Pendergast political 
machine, that Senators and close 
observers of legislative affairs be- 
came convinced that there had been 
a definite and unmendable break 
between Kinney and Senator M. E. 
Casey of Kansas City, long a chief 
lieutenant of Boss Tom Pendergast. 
Even now the cause of the rift is 
obscure. It may have been due, 
as some believe, to jealousy of po- 
litical power growing out of the 
development of the St. Louis Demo- 
cratic organization into an effective 
force with a possible aim to oust 
the Kansas City organization from 
its domination of State political af- 
fairs. 

Others Deserted Casey. 
Or, as some whisper, it may have 
been due to a disagreement arising 
out of some legislative situation, 
one of those things never brought 
into the open but discussed only in 
closest privacy. : 
Whatever the cause, there was 
no doubt of the break when Kinney 
deserted his old colleague at a time 
when Casey faced the major fight 
of his career in carrying on for his 
idolized, imprisoned and ruined 
boss, Pendergast, in his feud with 
the Governor. 

Kinney chose to cast his lot with 
the Governor, and his influence, 
together with an aroused civic con- 
sciousness throughout the State, 
took most of the rural senatorial 
group away from Casey. The re- 
sult was that in the end the once 
forceful, driving Casey, whose com- 
mands few dared disobey, had only 
six followers among the Senators. 
It was an interesting triumvirate 
which grew to power following 1921, 
when the Democrats were out of 
control of the Senate for the only 
time in its history. Since 1923 the 
three have directed the organiza- 
tion of the Senate and exercised 
actual control of all legislation in 
which they were interested, with 
the sole exception of 1931 when a 
group of new Senators, led by Rus- 
sell L. Dearmont of Cape Girar- 
deau, wrested the organization 
from them by a margin of one vote 
in the Democratic caucus. 

Casey functioned as a legislative 
boss with an arrogance which 
brooked no argument, and he might 
have been a Lig political boss in 
his own right if the field in Kansas 
City had not been pre-empted by 
Pendergast. In his later years, 
leading up to his present age, 69, 
he has mellowed somewhat, but 
even now, as shown by the police 
bill battle, he does not run away 
from a fight, eyen though it is a 
hopeless one. 

Smoothed Over Troubles. 

Kinney, suave, ever-smiling, a 
real diplomat, was ever available to 
smooth over disturbing situations 
occasioned by the brusque, some 
times nearly brutal domineering 
haughtiness of Casey. He was 
ever doing the small kindnesses for 


new and inexperienced Senators 


which gave them a real affection 
for him, and, incidentally, placed 
them under personal obligations. 


Brogan, easy-going but a strate- 


The mighty Casey-Kinney-Brogan| 


gist, was the valuable third mem- 
ber of the combine. 

As long as they maintained peace 
and unity of endeavor among them- 
selves it was not difficult for the 
three to hold their influence and 
keep their following recruited to a 
safe majority as changes came 
about in the personnel of the Sen- 
ate. New Senators, realizing the 
power of the ruling group, gener- 
ally were disposed to join it in 
the conviction that that was the 
only way they could get recogni- 
tion in the Senate. 


The three made up an extremely 
conservative group. They opposed 
all innovations in government, 
fought increased taxation, sought 
to protect business interests, par- 
ticularly public utilities, from leg- 
islation those interests considered 
inimical, and functioned smoothly 
and effectively in many instances 
when business interests sought fa- 
vorable legislation. 

Their biennial St. Patrick’s day 
corned beef and cabbage dinner, 
in which they were joined as hosts 
by Senator Phil M. Donnelly of 
Lebanon, has long been an out- 
standing legislative social event, to 
which all members of the Legis- 
lature and hundreds of other per- 
sons were invited. It has had a 
subtle but not uncertain import- 
ance in legislative manipulation, 


First Evidence of Break. 


The first indication that all was 
not going smoothly in the trium- 
virate came in the 1937 session of 
the Legislature, when it was no- 
ticed that Casey and Kinney were 
not visiting back and forth in their 
offices as had been their wont ior 
years. 

Casey was found collaborating 
with Senator Allen McReynolds of 
Carthage, a studious and able in- 
dependent Democrat who had en- 
tered the Senate in 1935, on a bill 
creating a non-political Sociai Se- 
curity Commission, to be manned 
by social welfare workers with a 
personnel selected on an efficiency, 
instead of political basis. 

Their colleagues could not quite 
understand the association. Casey 
and McReynolds were exact oppo- 
sites in political outlook and in 
political training. Casey had come 
up through the rough and tumble 
ward politics directed by an un- 
scrupulous political boss. McRey- 
nolds, a successful lawyer, had giv- 
en scant attention to practical poli- 
tics and cared nothing abort. it. 
He had taken an interested part in 
a number of campaigns, but had 
always supported candidates op- 
posed by the machine. He had 
long been a student of government 
and had ideas of what the govern- 
ment should be. 

There was nothing prudish about 
McReyonlds. He was not a cru- 
sader type in the sense of advocat- 
ing changes in government just to 
make changes, or seeing in every 
new proposal a panacea for al! 
governmental ills, but he was pro- 
gressive, independent and clean, 

Kinney Fought Casey Bill. 

Seeing the close associaticn of 
Casey and McReynolds, some of the 
knowing ones began talking about 
how Casey had taken McReynolds 
into camp just as he had taken so 
many new Senators in years past. 
But when the social security bill 
was introduced, bearing Casey’s 
name, it was found to include all 
of McReynolds’ ideas on the sub- 
ject, nearly all of them being di- 
rectly contrary to policies which

Casey, Kinney and Brogan  fre- 
quently had advocated, 

It was on this bill that Casey 
and Kinney began going different 
ways. It probably was not the 
cause of the break, but it was the 
first open evidence of it. Kinney 
fought the bill on the floor, but 
Casey and McReynolds won the 
fight. 

This situation was repeated again 
in that session, when Casey and 
McReynolds joined in supporting 
the pooled fund plan for unemploy- 
ment compensation insurance, with 
Kinney opposing it. Again they 
won. 

However, Senators who observed 
these things would not believe there 
was a real break. Often they had 
seen what at the time appeared to 
be a bitter battle between the two 
on the floor of the Senate orly to 
learn later that it had been a sham 
battle to conceal some real pur- 
pose. 

But when the Senators gathered 
in January for the present session, 
they noted with some amazement 
that Casey had moved his office 
from the third floor of the Cap- 
itol, where it was separated from 
Kinney’s by only a narrow entry- 
way, to the fourth floor. As time 
went on it was apparent that Ca- 
sey was not visiting Kinney's of- 
fice and Kinney did not visit Ca- 
sey’s except, possibly on some of- 
ficial mission. Each at times 
dropped in at Brogan’s office, but 
the old camaraderie was absent. 


Kinney Lines Up With McReynolds. 


The McReynolds-Casey as30cia- 
tion of the last session disappeared 
with the present one, and this time 
McReynolds was leading the fight 
against Casey on the Govern.r’s 
police bill, with Kinney as one of 
his most valuable allies. 

There were few matters before 
the Legislature this year on which 
there could be an issue between 
Casey and Kinney until the police 
bill was introduced. It struck di- 
rectly at the Pendergast organiza- 
tion and it was Caszy’s iob as lo- 
yal member of that organization 
to carry the legislative fight to save 
the Kansas City Police Department 
for the organization of the impris- 
oned boss. With the power of the 
State administration benind the 
bill, there was an early realization 
that Casey would need every vote 
he could command. 

In previous sessions the joint 
command of Kinney and Casey and 
Brogan had seldom faiied to pro- 
duce sufficient votes for the pur- 
pose at hand, whatever it was. But 
this time Kinney’s voice was not 
added to that of Casey. Kinney had 
gone over to the enemy. He was 
supporting Gov. Stark and the po- 
lice bill. 

All through the fight and up to 
that last critical moment, Brogan 
stayed with Casey, but when the 
final test came, the vote on the 
emergency clause, on which Casey 
made his last stand, Brogan joined 
Kinney. Casey stood fighting alone,

WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP).— 
Two high administration officials 
spoke out today against restrictions 
on Federal relief spending pro- 
posed in the $1,716,000,000 House 
bill to finance 1940 relief opera- 
tions. 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
said a prohibition against using fu- 
ture Public Works Administration 
funds to build industrial plants in 
competition while existing private 
enterprise “dictates to municipali- 


ay ties what they should and should 


not apply for and in that it distinct- 
ly traverses the democratic prin- 


ciples of government.” 


Col. F. C. Harrington, Works 


Progress Administration chief, said 


after a conference with President 
Roosevelt that “some of the things 
in the bill are going to be awfully 
tough to try to administer.” 

While declining to discuss de- 
tails, he declared that, as written 
now, the measure imposed certain 
time limits on the administrator. 

In the House, various groups of 
members e- organizing drives 
to increase various appropriations. 


Move to Restore Fund. 


The Democratic steering commit- 
tee planned to try to have the 
House restore the Appropriation 
Committee’s $42,000,000 cut in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s request for $123,- 
000,000 for the National Youth Ad- 
ministration. 

Representative Johnson (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, said he would offer an 
amendment to increase the figure 
from $81,000,000 to $100,000,000 but 
Representative Collins (Dem.), Mi8- 
sissippi, served notice he would in- 
sist on the full amount. 

Thirty farm-bloc members named 
Representatives Hope (Rep.), Kan- 
san, Poage (Dem.), Texas, and 
Gehrman (Progressive) Wisconsin, 
to study the possibility of increas- 
ing the proposed $123,000,000 for 
the Farm Security Administration 
to at least $150,000,000. This group 
decided to ask for funds to continue 
the Midwestern shelter belt for 
which Congress twice has refused 
to appropriate. 

Still another group met to con- 
sider increasing the $125,000,000 
earmarked for the Public Works 
Administration. 

Ickes Criticises Restrictions. 


It was about restrictions pro- 
posed on spending this money that 
Ickes spoke at his press confer- 
ence. 

He declared the provision struck 
directly at the PWA public power 
development program under which 
$253,000,000 of public utilities plants 
had been constructed since 1933. 
There were pending, he said, ap- 
plications for an additional $50,- 
000,000 of public power construc- 
tion toward which PWA_ would 
contribute 45 per cent in grants 
if Congress authorized a new pub- 
lic works program. 

“Any municipalities,” Ickes said, 
“should have the right to say 
whether it wants a power plant of 
its own just the same as it may 
ask for a schoolhouse. 
language of this bill dictates to 
the community what it shall do 
and what it shall not do.” 

Objects to $500,000 Limit. 

Ickes said* it was a mistake to 
limit to $225,000, as the House Ap- 
propriations Committee recom- 
mended, the amount the PWA 
might grant on any single project. 
This would place a top of $500,000 
on any project. 


BRATISLAVA, Slovakia, June 15 
(AP). — Disquieting reports of a 
German-Hungarian agreement for 
dividing what remains of this little, 
nominally-independent country. cir- 
culated yesterday from the halls 
of Government to the smallest peas- 
ant village. 

Even the most optimistic Slovak 
Nationalists were alarmed by ru- 


mors of Chancellor Hitler’s pros- 
pective visit to Budapest—official- 
ly denied but still believed in many 
quarters to’ be arranged for early 
July; by a deepening economic de- 
pression since March, with factories 
closing down and the currency rap- 
idly losing its value; and by German 
troop movements on the Slovak- 
Polish border. 

(Official quarters in Berlin de- 
nied reports that Germany was 
negotiating with Hungary for dis- 
memberment of Slovakia and that 
there were any “abnormal” move- 
ments of German troops. Foreign 
sources in Berlin, however, ex- 
pressed the belief Germany and 
Hungary would take over the lit- 
tle state “by force of circum- 
stances.”) 

Union With Hungary Predicted. 


Some Slovaks believed the coun- 
try’s economic plight would force 
their Government to agree to a 
union with Hungary, with this cap- 
ital and the Vag valley—which the 
Nazis have fortified since March— 
under German control. 

(Slovakia is in the eastern half 
of what was the Czecho-Slovak re- 
public, whose dismemberment be- 
gan with the four-Power Munich 
conference last Sept. 29, after which 
Hungary got 4566 square miles of 
Czecho-Slovakia, with a population 
of 1,027,450. On April 8 Hungarian 
troops occupied 386 square miles 
more of Slovakia, with 45,000 in- 
habitants. Slovakia declared its 
independence on March 14, and on 
March 16 Chancellor Hitler under- 
took to “protect” the Solvak re- 
public. Two days later in Vienna 
a German-Slovak treaty was signed 
by which Germany guaranteed to 
protect Slovak boundaries for 25 
years,) 

Friction between poorly equipped 
Slovak troops and the German gar- 
rison, which broke out in a recent 
fight at Zilina, was said to be bring- 


ing repercussions on the heads of 
the Slovak army. About 20 men 
were reported to have been injured 
in the Zilina episode. 

Germany military representatives 
were understood to be taking steps 
to halt the wholesale desertion of 
Slovak soldiers to Poland since six 
Slovak aviators crossed the border 
in three planes last Sunday. 

Boycott Charged. 

Bratislava circles charged unof- 
ficially that Hungary had closed its 
doors to Slovak goeds in an effort 
to hasten economic collapse. For- 
eign trade has come to a standstill. 

As reported here, pressure would 
be brought on Slovak leaders to 
“ask” for Slovakia’s return to its 
pre-world war Magyar (Hungarian) 
rule. By such a formula, it was 
said, Germany would “avoid” break- 
ing the pledge of 25 years’ inde- 
pendence. 

German officials, acting as “pro- 
tectors” in Slovakia, were said to 
have taken strict measures to pre- 
vent the spread of a seéret Czech 
anti-Nazi movement to Slovakia. 
Passenger traffic has been rigidly 
limited between Slovakia and Bo- 
hemia and Moravia, western parts 
of former Czecho-Slovakia over 
which Germany exercises a protec- 
torate. 

German troop movements in Slo- 
vak territory, at Poland’s back door, 
have caused concern for months. 
One Slovak military source, how- 
ever, said that the Germans prom- 
ised that any action on the frontier 
would be “defensive in character.” 


ADMIRAL LEAHY’S SUCCESSOR 
AS NAVY CHIEF IS NOMINATED 


Harold R. Stark, Head of Bureau of 
Ordnance Since 1934, Is 
Appointed to Post. 

WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP).— 
Rear Admiral Harold R. Stark was 
nominated by President Roosevelt 
today to be Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions with the rank of Admiral. 

Stark would succeed Admiral 
William D. Leahy, who retires soon 
and who has been confirmed as 
Governor of Puerto Rico. 

Stark, who goes to the highest 
ranking naval post from the Bureau 
of Ordnance, which he has headed 
since 1934, is 58 years old, a native 
of Wilkes-Barre, Pa. He was grad- 
uated from the Naval Academy in 
1903. 


MISSOURI SENATE 
ADVANCES RURAL 
FLECTRNY BL 


Committee Reports Favor- 
ably Measure House 
Passed as Well as Three 
Other Like Proposals. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 15.— 
The Senate Agriculture Committee 
reported favorably yesterday the 
House bill establishing a special 
law for rural electrification co- 
operative organizations, and also 
approved three similar Senate 
measures which had been held in 
the committee without action for 
nearly four months. 

Despite the committee’s action, 
the legislation is not in a favorable 
position for final passage before ad- 
journment of the General Assembly 
next week. The House bill was re- 
ported out with a number of com- 
mittee amendments, which means 
that if the Senate adopts the amend- 
ments the bill will have to return 
to the House. This would seriously 
delay final action on the measure 
and might result in the bill dying 
on the House calendar at adjourn- 
ment. 

If the Senate should reject the 

House bill and accept the Senate 
measures, these bills vill have to 
be sent to the House ‘or committee 
consideration and approval by the 
full membership. 
The House bill, approved by the 
lower chamt>r last week by a vote 
of 85 to 0, is supported by 28 rural 
electrificationSorganizations operat- 
ing in Missouri. The legislation is 
desired also by the Federal Rural 
Electrification Administration, 
which has lent about $9,300,000 to 
those groups to encourage develop- 
ment of their service in rural farm 
communities. 

John M. Dalton, Kennett attor- 
ney representing the co-operatives, 
told the committee these groups 
were operating at preesnt under 
the general co-operative society 
statute, which is designed for or- 
anizations that handle merchandise 
and operate within limited areas. 
The special law is needed, he said, 
so the electrification co-operatives 
may be certain of their legal status 
and the right to operate in more 
than one county.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE war referendum proposal received | 

some undeserved blows from Mrs. D. 
®. Mares in her letter recently printed in 
this column. The war referendum would, 
she writes, “handicap the conduct of our 
foreign policy” by preventing the Presi- 
dent from threatening a war which the 
people would not support. If Congress 
were truly representative of public opin- 
ion, Congress itself, since it nominally 
retains the war-making power, would be 
thereby a handicap to the conduct of our 
foreign policy. 

Congress, however, when subjected to 
‘administration pressure and patriotic 
propaganda, fails to remain truly repre- 
sentative of public opinion. Because of 
this probable failure of representative 
government in a war crisis, democracy 
itself is placed in jeopardy. 

Modern propaganda makes a rational 
decision very difficult. However, Con- 
gress and the people are less likely to be 
fooled than Congress alone. The people 
would be voting secretly on the serious 
sacrifices war involves while Congress- 
men would be voting themselves another 
two years in office. 

While few if any peace leaders put the 
referendum forth as a panacea, the Mis- 
souri Peace Action Committee includes 
it as only one step inja broad peace pro- 
gram of attacking the war problem on 
many fronts. The fury with which the 
collective sanctionists are attacking the 
referendum seems proof of their con- 
viction that the proposal would give the 
people an effective check on the war- 
making power.

For months the nation’s eyes have been focused on 


Missouri. The American people love a fight, and the 


Missouri fight was a dandy. 
No individual won it. No single agency won it. 
It is a people’s victory. It is, if the people will, 


a forerunner of greater victories, the Go sign to 


a better order of things. 

Democracy is the best form of government the 
genius of man has yet contrived. But it can’t be 
wound up like a clock and left to run. Its suc- 
cessful: operation is predicated on an alert, ener- 
getic, militant citizenship. 

Democracy bogs down when citizens default in the 
duties of citizenship. Let citizens through indolence, 
or absorption in their personal affairs, or through 
superior disdain for the rough-and-tumble of po- 
litical action, disfranchise themselves, as it were, 
and democracy soon or late becomes a shell. 

Consider Kansas City. Missourians are still with 
us who can remember the town when it was an 
ugly duckling. But it had vision, it had purpose, 
it had dreamers who translated their dreams into 
deeds. It had a minister who could preach a ser- 
mon on a city charter that became a campaign docu- 
ment. Mud flats bloomed into parks and rutted 
roads into spacious boulevards. The prophecy of 
a city beautiful was fulfilled. 

Kansas City tossed away its heritage. The Pen- 
dergast machine’s proprietorship of Kansas City is 
chargeable to the citizens of Kansas City, They ab- 
dicated. They quit. They know now what bossism 
costs—in self-respect, in the city’s fair repute, in 
dollars and cents. They have paid the price. They 
know, too, the price they must pay if their city is to 
recover the fine position and brilliant prestige it 
once conspicuously possessed. They know the price 
they must pay if they are to have and hold the 
rights and privileges of competent citizenship. 

Eternal vigilance is the price of democracy. 

There is an element of truth in the saying that 
the kind of government the people have is the kind 
of government they want.

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BILLS TO BE SAVED. 

Now that the Kansas City police bill has been 
enacted, the Legislature will feel the urge to pull 
the loose ends of the appropriation measures to- 
gether and adjourn. Adjournment should not be so 
precipitate as to sacrifice several worthy bills which 
require the concurrence of only one chamber for en- 
actment. 3 

Two bills in particular merit favorable action in 
the House. The first is the public bond sale bill, 
designed to prevent graft in the marketing of public 
securities in Missouri. All that is required is for 
the House to vote down two vitiating amendments 
and pass the bill as it was received from the Senate. 

Up to the House, also, is the fate of a measure to 
set up a legislative reference and drafting service.

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MYSTERIOUS THEFT IN THE LOUVRE. 

Of all the robberies in the annals of crime, there 
is nothing like the theft of an old master from some 
museum, national gallery or celebrated collection for 
international mystery, suspense and speculation. Some 
of the major ones, such as the theft of the priceless 
“Mona Lisa” in 1911 from the Louvre in Paris, mo- 
bilized the police of all nations and created a stir 
throughout the civilized world. By the time the 
Italian dauber, Vincenzo Perugia, was found with 
Da Vinci’s masterpiece in 1913 and confessed taking 
it in revenge for Napoleon’s ravages among art treas- 
ures of Italy, thousands of persons had added consid- 
erably to their knowledge of art and more thousands 
had failed as amateur detectives. And now the care- 
fully guarded Louvre has been victimized again. 
This time it is Watteau’s “L’Indifferent,” an $80,000 
portrait, which was taken by some daring thief dur- 
ing the Sunday rush hours. 

Mona, of course, was an intriguing individual, with 
her vague smile, one eye slyly winking and that in- 
scrutable air which repelled yet fascinated. But this 
dallying young man of Watteau’s, with expression- 
less face, ill-fitting garments, shoes with pink ros- 
ettes, fluffy lace at neck and wrists, is an insipid 
character to be the subject of a daring kidnaping in 
the famous Louvre. After Mona disappeared, it be- 
came the fad among’ Parisians to cultivate her fa- 
mous look. It isto be hoped that no such fad arises 
in connection with the theft of this flaccid-faced 
youth of Watteau’s. 

And writers of detective thrillers, who may become 
inspired, should remember that the late Gabriele 
d’Annunzio was about to publish a novel based on 
the “Mona Lisa” and entitled, “The Man Who Stole 
the ‘Gioconda,’” when the picture was recovered, 
ruining the sale of d’Annunzio’s novel.

T IS a hard world which you graduates 
are entering, an anxious world, and over

Jere of its areas fanaticism and hatred 


have supplanted the humanities. 

In our own country, you are aware of 
the general facts: The turn of government 
toward the principle our forefathers con- 
demned—that man was made for the state, 
not the state for man. The stupendous 
national debt. The continuing unemploy- 
ment which has made of home a dreary 
cell for many millions. The incitement to 
class feeling which has created a horizon- 
tal social-economic division in the United 
States. The low moral standard in Wash- 
ington, where the published truth is con- 
cealed or denied without compunction. 

But it is a thrilling world for men and 
women like you who come equipped in 
head and heart. The chance is at hand 
to consolidate the progress made up to now. 

For we are catching up as a nation in 
welfare legislation, in which we were lag- 
gard for years. The mistakes of precipi- 
tancy and politics will be corrected. The 
economic structure, for years topheavy and 
narrow in the distribution of the national 
income, is being remodeled, and we are 
cleansing the market place of thieves and 
sharpers. 

All this has come during what is known 
as the New Deal, All this has sprung from 
the leadership of President Roosevelt. 

But in rendering a tribute, it must be 
remembered that there is a limit. The 
limit is that, in rebuilding upper structures, 
foundations must be preserved. 

May I offer some examples to you who 
are about to claim your right to stand up- 
on American security? 

* . 


Many among you tonight have won your 
diplomas at great personal sacrifice. You 
have been judged by your preceptors and 
teachers on the old virtues of honor, truth, 
industry and conscientiousness—as well as 
on native ability, or genius. You have 
worked on thé principle that in life each 
man should pay as he goes, for drafts on 
himself or on society, by a stern but humane 
rule of the survival of the worthiest. 

The atmosphere of current politics is un- 
like that. The old, simple virtues which 
you had to practice to gain your reward, 
tonight have few popular advocates in 
Washington. 

Except for tireless industry and scrupu- 
lous personal honesty where the public funds 
are concerned—personal honesty as con- 
trasted with political—the old virtues are 
in disfavor in the Federal Government to- 
day. And the opposition party in Wash- 
ington, as in many of the states, has given 
small proof by action that it has the con- 
viction, courage or faith in the American 
people to champion the principles on which 
you have equipped yourselves for life. 

Of government, ask that it encourage 
private enterprise so that you May have a 
chance to work and succeed and pay your 
share of the debt selfish politics has done 
so much to incur. Of your neighbors, ask 
that an American citizen shall be estimated 
on what he has made of himself and not} 
on the'accidents of birth. 

Men are not created equal: 
not order that. But in the United States all 
still have the contractual right to a chance 
to reach the most favored level. Help to 
preserve this right. It is the sum of your 
liberty and our progress.

A Sound Civil Service Bill _

RIENDS of the merit system in public 

employment hope, not too confidently, 
that Congress will see fit to enact the 
Ramspeck civil service bill. This measure 
would give the President authority to bring 
within civil service between 200,000 and 
300,000 jobs now exempted by specific act 
of Congress. Best of all, it would require 
“qualifying” examinations of persons now 
holding these jobs rather than “blanketing” 
them in, as is usually done. 

There have been bills before which ge 
erally provided that present employes re- 
tain their jobs when civil service was adopt- 
ed and that only replacements be required 
to take examinations. The positions, if now 
filled by employes whose chief qualification 
is party adherence, would continue for years 
to be filled by these persons, even though a 
change in administration should come. 

Under the Ramspeck bill, that procedure 
is abandoned. Persons employed at the 
time the positions are transferred to civil 
service must take an examination to qualify 
for keeping their jobs. This “qualifying’t 
examination would be open only to pers 
recommended by their superiors. Any va- 
cancies due to failure of incumbents to pass 
the qualifying examination would be filled 
by competitive examination. 

* > . 


That is as nearly ideal as we may expect. 
The “outs”—the Republicans—will, however, 
make a show for competitive examinations 
from the start. The “ins,” on the other hand, 
will argue for the “blanketing-in” proce- 
dure. Neither, in making their arguments, 
will be sincerely interested in the improve- 
ment of public service, though they will 
give lip service to the idea. 

There are without question thousands of 
earnest, hard-working men and women now 


on the public payroll through political ap- 


poinment. It would not be fair to throw 
these out of their jobs. But there are also 
thousands of mere chair-warmers now in 
service. 
under protection of civil service. 

Competitive examinations for all migt 
well mean that many serious workers, wel. 
equipped by experience, would lose out to 
others who might be able to show up slight- 
ly better on examination. The qualifying 
examination, which merely requires a pass- 
ing grade, would weed out the unqualified. 
while giving full value to the experience of 
better workers. When large numbers of 
persons are involved, it is the most satis- 
factory way of making a civil service de- 
partment out of one which has operated 
unblushingly under the spoils method of 
selection;

With Short Season Drawing to 
Close Strawberries Hold 
Last Minute Interest. 


There is an old saying about 
strawberries: “Doubtless God 
could have made a better berry 
but doubtless God never did,” which 
just about expresses our feelings 
about these juicy red bits of good- 


ness. The season never seems long 
enough and all too soon they are 
gone again for another year. 

There is one thing to remember 
though in using berries and that 
is not to cover up their delicate 
flavor. In desserts and salads, use 
as much of the berry juice as pos- 
sible and the addition of just a lit- 
tle lemon juice helps too. 

Fresh strawberry tarts are the 
next best thing we know of to 
eating the berries right off the vine. 
Try them as a surprise on the 
family some night soon or serve 
them as the piece de resistance at 
your next party. They are easy to 
prepare and easier to serve. Just 
lift them out of the refrigerator, top 
with a quick frill of whipped cream 
if you want to, and you have a dish 
fit to set before a king. 

Strawberry Tarts. 
(Serves six.) 

One envelope plain unflavored gel- 
atine. 

One-fourth cup cold water. 

Three-fourths cup water. 

One cup strawberries, sliced be- 
fore measuring. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
lemon juice. 

One-half cup sugar. 

Two boxes strawberries. 

Soften gelatine in one-fourth cup 
cold water. Simmer sliced berries 
with three-fourths cup water and 
sugar until all juice is out, mashing 
berries as they cook. Strain off 
juice. Add softened gelatine, lem- 
on juice and salt to hot juice and 
stir until dissolved. Cool and when 
starting to thicken, pour over whole 
berries arranged in individual baked 
tart shells or crumb crusts. Chill 
and just before serving, garnish 
with whipped cream if desired.

Frappes used to be partially 
frozen whipped mixture that had 
some cream added to them, but to- 
day they are generally considered 
just partially frozen water ices. In 
other words, the mixture is frozen 
to the consistency of mush. Any 
fruit juice may be used in making 
a frappe, but the suggestion this 
time is to feature tomato juice as 
the foundation for the frappe. 

All there is to making this frappe 
is to pour the contents of a can of 
tomato juice into a refrigerator pan 
and partially freeze it. Stir the mix- 
ture about every hour to keep it 
smooth and of even texture. Do 
not allow it to freeze hard. 

Tomato frappe is delicious to use 
with fish cocktails. Place the froz- 
en mixture in a cocktail glass and 
add whatever fish is to be used. 
Salmon, tuna, shrimp, crab and sar- 
dines are especially good with the 
tomato. 

For an added piquant flavor to 
blend with the fish, try adding a 
can of tomato sauce to the can of 
tomato juice before freezing. The 
seasonings that are in the sauce 
taste fine with the fish. You may 
like to add a dash of lemon juice 
and salt. Personal tastes vary, so 
do the seasoning the way you like 
it.

Being sold now 
are prunes and beans harvested late 
last summer. 

“Plentiful and low in price” is the 
phrase that describes the supplies 
of dry beans and dried prunes for 
the marketing season of 1938-39. In 
fact, current bean supplies are so 
plentiful that probably they will go 
down on record as the largest to 
date, according to estimates of the 
United States Department of Agriy 
culture. r 

Homemakers who keep a weather 
eye open for inexpensive foods will 
find that dried prunes and dry 
beans have much to recommend 
them nutritionally. It’s common 
cooking knowledge, of course, that 
both can be worked into numerous 
interesting table combinations. 


Dried Prunes. 


Dried prunes for the nation are 
produced by the three Pacific 
states, with California leading the 
field. They are manufactured from 
special varieties of plums. These 
varieties, designated as prunes, are 
suited to drying, because they do 
not ferment when they are dried 
with the pits left in. 


In harvest season, some prunes 
are sold fresh, but the bulk of the 
crop is dried. Most prunes from 
California are of the variety known 
as Agen to the horticulturist—com- 
monly called French or Petite. 
These are smaller and sweeter than 
the tart Italian prunes from Wash- 
ington and Oregon. 

Prunes are a good source of vita- 
min A and of iron. In addition, 
they have da fair amount of vita- 
mins Bl and G, and of calcium. 
If prunes are cooked the right 
way, they'll be plump and juicy 
when they are done. The juice will 
have good flavor, and there will 
be an attractive luster to the fruit. 
First step in getting prunes ready 
for the table is thorough washing 
in hot water. Next comes the soak- 
ing. 

Soak prunes in hot water to cover 
for about an hour. If the fruit is 
the moist type that has had some 
water added in packing, soaking 
need not be so long, or may be 
unnecessary. Do not throw away 
the water in which the prunes are 
soaked. 

Use this water for simmering 
prunes until they are tender. Here 
again, time varies with the kind 
of prunes. But on the average— 
for an amount large enough to 
yield five or six servings—about 
half an hour will be enough, If 
sugar is @esired, add this to the 
prunes during the last five min- 
utes of cooking. And add a little 
salt to biimg out the good prune 
flavor. A’ little spice and vinegar 
may be added to prunes used to 
serve with meat. 

Stewed prunes are favorites for 
breakfast—sometimes with a little 
lemon or orange juice squeezed over 
them. Or t-.ey may be chopped 
and added to cooked cereal. In 
fruit cups they combine well with 
tart fruits—grapefruit, oranges, 
and pineapple. With crisp vege- 
tables such as shredded carrots or 
cabbage or with tart fruits, whole 
prunes with the seeds removed 
combine to make unusual salads. 
for a tasteful salad garnish, stuff 
prunes with cottage or cream 
cheese, or with peanut butter. 

Puddings, dumplings, shortcakes 
—served with or without cream— 
are prune desserts worth trying. 
For an extra special dessert there’s 
upside-down cake made with pitted 
whole or half prunes. Over a thick 
sirup, and the prunes in the bot- 
tom of a thick skillet, pour a cot- 
tage pudding mixture and bake— 
as for any upside-down cake. 

Dry Beans. 

Colorful as a travel folder are 
the names of the many dry bean 
varieties. But whatever the name 
of the bean—Great Northern or 
brown, pinto—California white or 
Mexican red—yellow eye or pink 
—nhavy or lima—it is always a good 
and inexpensive source of energy. 

Dry beans are also good sources 
of iron, vitamins Bl and G, and 


There is a large amount 
of valuable protein in beans, but 
like all plant protein this is “in- 
complete,” and must be _ supple- 
mented in the diet by animal pro- 
tein in foods such as milk, eggs, 
meat and fish.

cooked. Simmer beans either in 
the water in which they have been 
soaked or in fresh. Some food 
value is lost if the water is dis- 
carded, but many persons object 
to the strong flavor of beans cooked 
in the water in which they are 
soaked. 

Long slow cooking with water 
added from time to time is the 
rule for beans whether they are 
boiled, baked, scalloped, or put in 
soup. Pieces of salt meat, pickles, 
tomato sauce, crisp bacon slices, 
or a bit of lemon are good to serve 
along with or combined in bean 
dishes for flavor contrast.

New Attempt to Collect Debt 
Growing Out of Scandal 
During Harding Term. 


NEW YORK, June 15 (AP).— 
Two Government representatives 
sailed yesterday for Europe to pre- 
sent to a Swiss metals corpora- 
tion a bill for a $14,000,000 debt to 
the United States which had its 
original in cne of the scandals of 
the Harding administration in the 
1920s. 

Special Assistant Attorney-Gener- 
al Brien McMahon, accompanied by 
Harry Jones, chief attorney of the 
Alien Property Bureau, expressed 
no hope for quick success, saying 
he was prepared to fight out be- 
fore the Swiss judiciary an issue 
long since settled in the American 
courts. 

The debtor is the Societe Swiss 
Pour de Valeur Metals, a cartel 
with headquarters in Zurich and 
branches in Berlin, Paris and 
London. 

$6,000,000 Seized During War. 

The debt, termed by McMahon as 
symbolic of “the last gasp of the 
Harding mess,” arose through the 
action of Thomas W. Miller, Hard- 
ing Custodian of Alien Property, in 
releasing to the Swiss corporation 
in 1922 some $6,000,000 which it 
claimed and which this Government 
had seized. during the war on the 
ground it was the property of Ger- 
man citizens then in the United 
States. 

This transaction led to the in- 
dictment of Miller and Harding’s 
Attorney-General, Harry Daugher- 
ty, on charges of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the Government. In the trial, 
the prosecution sought to show that 
they were bribed to permit the 
handing over of the $6,000,000. 


Custodian Convicted. 

Miller was convicted and _ sen- 
tenced to 18 months; the § jury 
disagreed in Daugherty’s case and 
the indictment against him subse- 
quently was quashed. 

There was a long interval of in- 
activity and then, three years ago, 
the Swiss company sued the United 
States for $600,000, claiming this 
was due as interest on the major 
sum, which had been held here 
from 1917 to 1922. 

The Government’s counterclaim 
for $14,000,000—the original $6,000,- 
000 plus interest through the years 
—was upheld. McMahon said that 
months of insistent correspond- 
ence had been futile. He added 
there was a possibility the com- 
pany’s assets were now in Berlin, 
and that if matters thus turned out 
there was no hope of collecting the 
money.

It doesn’t offend me in the least, however, for Dr. Frank 
Crane was an outstanding man and itis a compliment to be confused 
with him, 


ANOTHER REASON why sue little attention to the author 
but much heed to his product, is our childhood experience with books. 
When a boy visits the library for a volume, he seldom observes the 
author’s name. Instead, he asks for a book about Indians or cowboys, 
pirates or sailors. This is a natural human trait that is true of adults, 
too. For instance, which book title would sell the greater mumber of 
volumes: “Facts About Fascism” or “The Truth About Mussolini?” 
Again, which of this pair would prove more popular: 

“An Introduction to Einstein” or “Einstein’s Theory of Relativity 
Explained?” In the first pair, the Fascism title sold 24,000 copies 
against 14,000 for Mussolini. In the latter pair, Einstein’s Theory 
brought 42,000 sales against 15,000 for the other title.

The patient was a boy about 15 
years old and he was a whale. 
The lecturer started in by asking 
him whether he didn’t think he ate 
a good deal, and the boy said, “No.” 
Then the lecturer proceeded _ to 
bring out the following facts: 
He said, “Does your mother do 
the cooking at home?” 

The boy said, “Yes,” and added 

he believed his mother was the best 
cook on earth. He loved his mother’s 
cooking. 
“Well,” said the lecturer, “what 
do you like to have for breakfast?”

I have reported this remarkable 
bidding exactly as it took place, 
which does not mean that I ap- 
prove it. To begin, South’s correct 
opening bid was not one diamond, 
but one heart. Indeed, he could 
not have been greatly criticised for 
passing on the first round since his 
honors added up to exactly two and 
one-half honor tricks only by in- 
cluding the plus values. West prob- 
ably chose to overcall with a heart 
instead of a spade so as to leave 
the latter as a refuge in case the 
heart bid were doubled. North’s two 
clubs was a bit unusual, but really 
not bad since any bid that kept the 
bidding open could be corrected la- 
ter. South’s two no trump bid, as 
a rescue of the two club double, 
was very bad. Since he already had 
bid his diamonds, and hearts had 
been bid over him, the only thing 
left was to pass, and North then 
could have instituted the no trump, 
even without a stopper in hearts. 

However, all this is beside the 

poimt—it is the play that we must 
examine. West, placing great faith 
in his partner’s two-club double, 
opened the club nine. Dummy 
played the ten. East properly re- 
fused to cover, and South’s blank 
ace was driven out. A low dia- 
mond was led and the jack was 
finessed, East winning with the 
king. On a heart return, declarer 
properly put in the jack and West 
won. Now another club lead was 
taken by East with the jack, and 
on this trick South properly dis- 
carded a low spade. But when East 
then cashed a club king, declarer 
sealed his own doom by letting 
go another spade, Now a heart 
return had to be taken with the 
ace, since to pass it would have 
meant the fifth trick for the de- 
fenders. Dummy was entered with 
a diamond and the good club trick 
was cashed, Then the rest of the 
diamonds were run off, but there 
was no way for declarer to win his 
ninth trick since he now was down 
to the blank spade queen. All West 
had to do was to hold on to his 
high heart and blank the spade 
king. 


Note the vast difference that 


-| would have been made by declar- 


er’s holding onto a guard for his 
spade queen. After East cashed 
the club king, the heart return 
would be won with the heart ace 
and, as before, dummy would be 
entered with a diamond. On the 
good club trick, declarer would 
discard his last heart, then would 
return with the diamond and con- 
tinue with diamonds until West 
was in very bad shape. Declarer’s 
last three cards: would be a dia- 
mdnd and the Q-6 of spades. West 
would have the K-8 of spades and 
the king of hearts. Dummy would 
hold the A-10 of spades and the 
seven of hearts. East’s cards would 
be unimportant. The last diamond 
now would put West to rout. If he 
let go the low spade, dummy would 
discard the heart seven. Then a 
low spade to the ace would drop 
the king and establish the queen. 
On the other hand, if West held 
his spades and discarded the heart 
king, dummy would let go the 
spade 10 and preserve the heart 
seven as the fulfilling trick.

War it found the Dardanelles de- 
fenses had been strengthened, and 
she came near to falling a victim 
to the torpedo tubes mounted on the 
Gallipoli _— near Kilid Bahr. 

E-7 had ‘dived deep under the 
minefields and had succeeded in 
charging her way through the nets, 
but a destroyer picked up her track 
and followed her. Twice when E-7 
came near the surface and put up 
her periscope to check her position, 
she escaped being rammed by the 
destroyer by a few feet. What was 
worse, the destroyer told the shore 
where E-7 was, and a torpedo from 
one of the Kilid Bahr torpedo-tubes 
roared close over her. Men swore 
that the torpedo passed between 
her periscope standards. 


But E-7 won through, and next 
night Cochrane was swapping 
news with Lieutenant-Commander 
Boyle of the E-14 in the middle 
of the Sea of Marmora. 

The following day E-7 set about 
her business. First Cochrane had 
a look at Rodosto. There he found 
a steamer and five sailing vessels 
alongside the grain store. He took 
E-7 into the harbor on the sur- 
face. Some troops opened fire on 
her with rifles, but E-7 drove them 
off with her gun. Two of the sail- 
ing vessels were destroyed, and 
the other three beached them- 
selves. The steamer was also de- 
stroyed—by a demolition charge 
laid against her side in the fore- 
hold. This charge exploded pre- 
maturely while the demolition par- 
ty was still in the hold. Lieut. 
Hallifax and an able seaman were 
badly burned. 

It is difficult to imagine the 
sufferings of these two men during 
the next three weeks in the hot 
and cramped quarters and foul air 
of a submarine on war service,

Boyle in E-14 left the Sea of 
Marmora on July 3 and got safe- 
ly back to Mudros. Thus E-7 was 
left alone in the Sea of Marmora, 
and in spite of injuries and ill- 
ness, she made Mer presence felt 
in no uncertain manner.- After a 
day’s rest, Cochrane set off to look 
for game in the enemy’s harbors, 
since it seemed that nothing worth 
while moved at sea. He steamed 
right into the Gulf of Mudania and 
sank two dhows. His first few 
days of work brought his bag up 
to two steamers, two sailing ships, 
and several dhows. ' 

On July 10, E-7 paid a second 
visit to Mudania. There, lying 
alongside the pier, was a fair 
sized steamer. She was the 3000- 
ton Biga. Apparently in order to 
act as a screen in case of sub- 
marine attack, the Turks had se-

the Bosporus. This was during 
the night of July 15. Like E-1l 
before her, E-7 became practically 
uncontrollable in the strong cur- 
rents and eddies of the Bosporus 
entrance. Finally she ran aground 
off the Leander Tower, which 
overlooks the naval arsenal of Con- 
stantinople. It was then early 
morning. Cochrane found that his 
bows were pointing directly at the 


naval arsenal, so he fired a tor- 
pedo at it. This caused a violent 
explosion, but it was impossible 
to ascertain what damage had 
been done. E-7 slid off the shoal 
on which she had run aground and 
settled into deep water, and Coch- 
rane deemed that it was high time 
he got out of that crowded and 
swiftly running waterway, 
s . 7 

HE E-7 lay on the bottom close 
Tt Constantinople until it was 

dark. Then she rose and, bring- 
ing her gun into action, bombarded 
the Zietun powder mills on the out- 
skirts of the city. Naturally, this 
midnight bombardment further 
demoralized Constantinople. 

It was after this bombardment 
that E-7, lurking in the ap- 
proaches to Constantinople, sighted 
a destroyer towing a German sub- 
marine. E-7 at once gave chase, but 
could not get close enough to fire 
a torpedo. 

The presence of a German sub- 
marine in the Sea of Marmora gave 
the British submarine captains 
food for thought. No longer could 
they be certain, if they sighted 
another submarine, that it was a 
friend. The German submarine

hunting and set a few traps for 
the British boats. The fact that 
the German was in tow, however, 
was reassurirg. She must be dam- 
aged or in need of a refit. This 
seemed to be the case, for it was 
a long time before any of our 
submarines saw anything of her— 
she was the UB-14. When she did 
appear, however, she sank one of 


our submarines. 

To revert to E-7 in July. To 
Cochrane the gun mounted on E-7 
was a new toy, and he set about 
working out a new technique of 
submarine warfare, which worried 
the Turks almost to distraction. 
Most of the land communications, 
railways and roads of Turkey fol- 
lowed the coasts of the Sea of 
Marmora, Since the enemy had 
been forced almost entirely to 
abandon sea transport, Cochrane 
considered that he must interfere 
as much as possible with the land 
communications, The result was 
the development of an extraordi- 
nary form of amphibian warfare. 
On July 17, E-14 appeared in the 
Gulf of Ismid. Here ,the railway 
from Scutari—the only'line running 
east from the Bosporus—runs close 
to the sea. At one point on this 
line there is a deep cutting which 
can be seen from the sea. 

Cochrane opened fire on this with 
high explosive, and shelled it until 
rock from the cutting went rolling 
down and blocked the line. Then 
he went up the gulf and paid a 
cal} on the shipyard at Derinji; 
but it was closed, and there was 
nothing to be done there. 


On his way back he saw a troop 
train chugging along. E-7’s en- 
gines were put to full speed, and 
there @nsued an extraordinary race 
between a train and a submarine. 

Of course the odds were all in 
favor of the train, but Cochrane 
was hoping that he had done his 
work well at the cutting, and that 


the train would be forced to stop Gochrane of 


owing to the blocked line. 


The train entered the cutting, 
and Cochrane saw that it stopped. 
The line was still blocked. A few 
minutes later the train came chug- 
ging back, evidently looking for 
cover. Then it stopped again in a 
belt of trees. E-7 approached and 
opened fire with her gun .on the 
train. It was impossible to spot 
the fali of the shells accurately, 
owing to the trees, but 2° shells

from the E-7 scored many hits and 
three ammunition wagons blew up. 
For nearly a week E-7 haunted 
the Gulf of Ismid in search of an- 
other train. She found only one, 
and that she shelled and hit sev- 
eral times. When there were no 
trains, E-7’s gun’s crew amused 
themselves by trying to drop a shell 
on the permanent way or a culvert 
or bridge. On this line there is 
a large viaduct in sight of the sea, 
and E-7 fired a great many shells 
at it, but they were too small to 

smash up the massive masonry. 

. . > 
N July 21 Boyle in E-14 again 
() came up into the Sea of Mar- 
mora. His passage up the Dar- 
danelles had been made more 
difficult by the presence of 
new nets and 0obstructions in 
the Narrows. When she was 
diving deep under one of the 
mine fields, E-14 had run into a 
mine mooring, which had held un- 
til it had swung her 90 degrees off 
her course, so that she was head- 
ing straight across the channel, 
and it seemed that she must run 
aground. But the mine mooring 
was shaken off and E-14 got back 
on to her course just in time. Then, 
when near Nazara at periscope 
depth, Boyle saw ahead of him a 
new obstruction, which dappeared 
to be suspended under a line of 
lighters. He took E-14 down to 
80 feet and crashed through these 
new nets. 

E-14 met E-7 next day in 
the Marmora, and Boyle told 
the new obstacles 
in the Dardanelles. Then, 
on July 24, E-7 left the Sea of 
Marmora, looking forward to a lit- 
tle rest and proper medical atten- 
tion. But the ordeals of that fever- 
weakened crew were not even then 
at an end. In a cruise of 24 days 
they had sunk or driven ashore and 
destroyed five steamers and 12 sail- 
ing-vessels. They had also ac- 
counted for two railway trains and 
held up the all-important railway 


traffie to Constantinople from Asia 
Minor. 

E-7 dived at 90 feet under the 
new nets in the Narrows, but al- 
most immediately afterwards she 
ran into two mine moorings. One 
of these gave way, but the other 
held. E-7 was swung round by the 
tide and found herself heading up 
toward the Sea of Marmora, se- 
curely anchored by the mine moor- 
ing which, her crew sensed, was 
jammed in the forward hydroplanes. 
There for more than half an hour 
they struggled, deep under a mine- 
field which lay between them and 
the surface, where enemy guns and 
patrol vessels waited to seize any 
chance offered by a submarine 
breaking surface. Cochrane worked 
his motors desperately ahead and 
astern, using the current to swing 
the submarine this way and that in 
an effort to break or shake off the 
mine mooring which held her. High 
power had to be used, and very 
soon it became a question of how 
long the electric batteries would 
last. It was no good trying to con- 
serve power, however, which might 
provide the crew with light until 
they died, imprisoned deep below 
the surface by that tenacious mine- 
mooring. 

Cochrane again let his motors 
have every ounce of power that 
was available. From forward there 
was a rending of tortured wire rope 
and suddenly E-7 surged away. She 
was free. It had been a very close 
thing. When E-7 came to the sur- 
face in the entrance to the Straits 
she had been under water for 11 
hours and her electric batteries 
were completely exhausted. So, 
needless to say, was her crew of 
sick heroes. 

Lieutenant-Commander Nasmith 
in E-11 entered the Straits just be- 
fore daylight on Aug. 5, 1915. Very

HAT quick-thinking sixth sense 

which is developed by efficient 

submarine officers of long ex- 
perience came to Nasmith’'s res- 
cue, If something was  hold- 
ing E-1l1 and at the same 
time tending to force up her 
bows, it was probably something 
which had fouled his bridge or 
periscopes. He brought his peri- 
scopes right down and dipped 
E-11 a few feet. The obstruction 
cleared. He had been right. He 
put up his periscopes to see if they 
were damaged. Fortunately they 
were not, and astern he made\ out 
a line of small buoys stretching 
across the channel. Evidently they 
‘supported a wire hawser which had 
fouled E-11’s periscopes and come 
near to bending them and making 
them useless—to say nothing of 
bringing the submarine up to the 
surface under the guns of the 
waiting batteries. 

E-11 then dived deep in order 
to pass under the minefields at a 
depth of 70 feet. She had not been 
at that depth for more than 10 
minutes before the crew felt and 
heard a bump forward on the star- 
board side. Not a man in the sub- 
marine but realized at once that 
it was a mine. No man spoke, 
and no man moved, except to carry 
on with his duty. Yet every one 
of that dévoted company waited 
instinctively for another bump 
which would hurl them all to de- 
struction. It came—amidships—a 
much harder bump. But, mirac- 
ulously, E-11 remained a subma- 
rine. Again that agonizing wait 
through interminable seconds. If. 
a mine had bumped forward and 
amidships, it should bump again 
near the stern. The seconds dragged 
—but they passed, and no bump 
came. The mine had swung clear 
of the stern. After what seemed 
an eternity an able seaman broke 
the tension. “Bad egg,” he re- 
anarked, with a short laugh. 

Nasmith visualized what had 
happened. The Turks had laid 
special deep mines to catch our 
submarines, but they were of the 
ordinary type, with the detonator 
horns on the upper part designed 
to catch the bottoms of surface 
ships. E-11 had been slightly be- 
low the center of that mine, and 
had bumped it below the deadly 
horns. Nasmith took his subma- 
rine deeper, for it was not an ex- 
periment to be lightly repeated. 

An hour and a half later E-11 
faced the new net just above Na- 
gara Point. Nasmith dived to 110 
feet and rushed at it, hoping to get 
underneath it altogether. But the 
net had been extended. E-1l was 
suddenly: checked, and in the 
process she was thrown bodily up- 
wards 20 feet. Men had to cling 
to pipes and valves to avoid being 
hurled headlong. The submarine 
was full of the sound of grating 
and rending wire hawsers against 
the hull, with now and again a 
twang like a harp-string as one 
strand of the net gave up the 
struggle. “Full speed.” That was 
the only hope—to burst through 
the net by sheer force. The hum 
of the motors rose to a high pitch.
